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Decrease in development permits leads to a normal cycle 

Over $14 million worth of construction approved in 2008

As 2008 comes to an end Didsbury’s development activi¬ 
ty for the year shows a decrease in the number of permits 
and value on construction that were issued for the year. 

Planning and development officer Robert Wigg, does not 
see this as something that was unexpected. 

"1 don't think this should surprise anybody that we are 
down from the last couple of years,” he says regarding the 
66 permits that were issued for housing as opposed to the 
71 from last year. 

“In the previous years where there was great credit 
available and there wasn’t this nervousness about spend¬ 
ing (the numbers were higher).” 

Wigg added that when speaking to a developer recently 
they were even seeing a lot more cautiousness in develop¬ 
ing right now. 

Looking at just the past year versus just one year ago, 
may not give a concise picture. 


“Often, I think it’s very difficult to look at a one year 
snapshot...I think it's more logical to look at, say, two or 
three years.” 

In 2(X)6 the number of housing permits issued was 82. In 
2007 the number came down to 71. 

“I think now what you’re seeing is a bit more realistic in 
nature. More of the building is for rental units or owners 
that are expecting to move in right away,” Wigg explained. 
(It’s) brought things back to a normal cycle.” 

Wigg said that with the downturn of the economy and 
credit being a little harder to attain these days, people may 
be much more nervous in spending or investing in 
development. 

“(But) in the big scheme of things, I think we’re normal.” 

The cold weather that’s come in hasn’t been very helpful 
with development either. “(There’s) no questions about 
the slowdown...the fall is often a busy time for us...the 
cold snap has stalled some development.” 

The total construction value for 2008 slipped to $14.3 
million from 2007’s $16.4 million. Wigg said that permits 


for 2009 wouldn't begin being issued until January 1 but 
added that even though this year permits were issued, 
some of the development could take a year to l>egin. 

“I know we’ve got a couple new industrial buildings 
underway...there could be permit requests that come in 
last minute too.” 

With regards to the commercial, industrial, institutional 
or other permits—the numbers showed to be slightly high¬ 
er thmi last year with a total of 171 being issued this ye;ir. 
I vest year’s total showed 164. Wigg explained that this 
could be because of the ‘other’ category saying that per¬ 
mits are issued for garages or decks that arc* built as well 
as changes of use to businesses. 

“There were a lot of changes in some way in the com¬ 
mercial businesses last year so that may be why the num¬ 
ber is higher.” 

He explained that when a business changes from mer¬ 
cantile to a restaurant, from a salon to a massage parlour 
or any type of change, permits need to be issued for those 
as well.

Robert Wigg announces retirement 


Almost 15 years to the 
date of starting with the 
Town of Didsbury the man¬ 
ager of the planning and 
development department 
will say goodbye. 

Robert Wigg began his 
career as a Town of 
Didshury employee on 
April 1, 1994, working as 
the development/ plan¬ 
ning/ bylaw officer for the 
municipality. On March 31, 
2009, Wigg will enter into 
retirement after working 
for 15 years “within the 
same capacity as when I 
was hired, but with 
increased demand and an 
increased focus on plan¬ 
ning and development." 

Wigg’s decision to retire 
has been in the works for 
some time now. He and his 
wife Pauline anticipate 
“looking at different 
opportunities that we’ve 
thought about for a long 
time, and we want to 
spend more time doing the 
things we’ve wanted to do 
for a long time." 

Wigg says that the 
increased demand for 
planning and development 
within Didshury over the 
past 15 years has been 
exciting and fulfilling. 

He explains that when he 
began his position in 1994, 
the Town of Didshury saw 
the development of up to 
15 houses per year and 
there was no inventory of 
lots available for further 
development. 

Now, in 2008, the town 
sees 50 to 60 home starts 
per year, with significant 
ongoing development pro¬ 
posals for future growth. 


“As the Town of 
Didshury moves into the 
future, 1 see it as a positive 
move for future planning," 
Wigg says. “Didshury is 
poised to be a very suc¬ 
cessful community. 

Council and staff arc work¬ 
ing hard at trying to plan a 
sustainable community 
where growth is managed 
in a way that benefits all 
residents."

“The people ... the staff, 
are what 1 will miss the 
most. Also I’ll miss the 
people within the develop¬ 
ment industry that 1 have 
worked with. There are a 
lot of class people out 
there whom I have a lot of 
respect for," said Wigg. 

“I really have enjoyed 
working for the Town of 
Didshury. It’s been chal¬ 
lenging. It’s had its frustra¬ 
tions and its highs and 
lows. But, I’ve really 
enjoyed working with 
councils, mayors and staff 
over the years. It has been 
an experience." 

In a May 3, 1994 article in 
the Didshury Review, upon 
starling his career with the 
Town of Didshury, Wigg 
had commented, 

“Didshury seems like a 
clean, friendly town, 
where the rural roots are 
still important values to 
live by." He continues to 
stand by this opinion 
today.

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Mayor optimistic for Didsbury in 2009

Didsbury's mayor is optimistic of 
what’s to come for the town in 2009, pin¬ 
ning a lot on the anticipated annexation 
of land into its boundaries from 
Mountain View County that 
will nearly double its land 
base. 

In December, Brian Wittal 
looked back on the past year 
of council's objectives and 
highlighted a number of key 
areas. 

“First thing was annexa¬ 
tion—and trying to get that 
finalized and it’s been a year 
from when we had our appeal 
hearing. I had contact with the 
minister’s office...and it will 
be going for approval in the 
first couple of weeks of January. So the 
completed and signed paperwork will be 
back to us and finalized then.” 

The mayor believes that this annexa¬ 
tion will create a busy 2009 for Didsbury 
as a number of development projects 
are “ready to roll" when the affected 
land becomes part of the urban munici¬ 
pality. 

Council has agreed that there needs to 
be a better balance between the munici¬ 
pal property taxes that the town's com¬ 
mercial, industrial and residential own¬ 
ers pay. 

“One of the focuses was try to bring 
more new business opportunities to 
help that imbalance...I think 2009 is

going to be the year of the projects— 
residents are going to be able to see 
things happening." 

Another area of council’s focus was 
ensuring that the town’s infrastructures 
and facilities were in “decent shape." 

“We did improvements where we 
could.” 

Memorial Park is a project 
Wittal feels confident about 
for 2009 as well. 

“Finishing Memorial Park 
has been an ongoing thing 
since I came on council four 
or five years ago. This sum¬ 
mer hopefully or this spring 
we’ll see that everything 
should be pretty much com¬ 
plete. The plan is that this 
summer we’ll have the official 
opening of Memorial Park." 

Memorial Park, which will 
be located behind Krebs Veterinary 
Services, will have three baseball dia¬ 
monds, a walking path and a stage with 
a cover. 

“(It will be a) definite asset to the 
community as a sport, recreation, 
leisure area—I think it’s an excellent 
opportunity for hosting events.” 

Overall, the town's development con¬ 
tinued throughout 2008, albeit slower 
than 2007, says the mayor. 

“I think everybody was positive until 
the last few months when things sort of 
sunk,” he said referring to the downturn 
of the economy. 

“But I am optimistic...talking with 
developers they say ‘yeah it’s slow but

there’s still activity.’ After the new year 
people will come back with renewed 
confidence." 

Wittal says there are already a number 
of properties in the proposed annexed 
area - about a quarter of a mile out on 
each side of the town - that have devel¬ 
opment proposed for them. 

“I can see some of those things start to 
happen as well.” 

Having talked with some developers 
already, Wittal says he feels a “fair bit of 
optimism talking to them because you 


know this slowdown is working in their 
favour. There’s contractors that are 
looking for work and so the bids arc* a 
little more realistic and not near as 
expensive." 

The annexation will be a turning point 
for (be town, he said. Once develop¬ 
ment on projects begins the mayor says 
the spinoffs from the projects are going 
to be very positive. 

“What we are doing is going to bring 
benefit to the community (for the) long 
term."

Those of you with 
comer lots are responsible for the sidewalks on cither side of your 
lots.
